THE 


Nialone Resigns

Loyola’s first president and 
thirteenth rector, the Very 
Reverend PatrickG. Malone, S.J. 
announced his resignation as 
the Vice-Rector and Principal of 
the Loyola Campus of Concor- 
dia University, at a Friday morn- 
ing press conference, held last 
week. 

His departure, scheduled for 
the end of the 1974 academic 
year, was met with Community- 
wide surprise and concern, and 
marks the end of an era for the 
seventy-seven year old Jesuit 
institution. 

FatherMalone,whohas beena 
member of the order for 
thirty-eight years, and who has 
spent twenty-five years as a 
priest and eighteen years as a 
University president is fifty-five 


years old. His_ resignation 
comes at a historic moment in 
Loyola’s history, with the 


merger with Sir George Willi- 
ams University now a de facto 
arrangement all but passed by 
law in the provincial legislature. 
According to Loyola’s Public 
Relations Department his resig- 
nation was not connnected with 
the delay in government appro-

The Loyola Student's Asso- 
ciation has verbaliy attacked 
Rector D. John O’Brien’s recent 
activities on Concordia’s Board 
of Governors regarding the 
formation and empowering of a 
Concordia Computer Science 
Committee. The LSA claims in 
a press statement issued last 
week that “O’Brien has so 
effectiviy held back all perti- 
nent information from_ the 
Board of Governors that it is 
doubtful whether they could 
function as an effective legisla- 
tive body”. 

The Loyola attack stems 
from claims “that on December 
13, 1974 the Board of Gover- 
nors approved and empowered 
what was termed the Computer 
Committee of Concordia Uni- 
versity”. The Governors inter- 


val of the amalgamation of the 
two institutions. 

During the fifteen years that 
Patrick G. Malone was in office, 
Loyola grew from a relatively 
small Jesuit-directed men’s 
college which drew its popula- 
tion mainly from the English 
Catholic community to a large 
mainly non-sectarian campus. 
Enrollment increased from 850 
to 13,000 students, making 
Father Malone the spirit behind 
the campus development pro- 
gram of the sixties. The Evening 
Division which was begun two 
years prior to his arrival, grew 
from an enrollment of 25 
students in 1957, to acombined 
winter and summer registration 
of almost 9,000. He is also the 
dean of Canadian University 
Presidents. 


Leaving behind an impressive _ 


list of achievements, Father 
Patrick Malone encouraged the 
establishment of a program of 
East African studies as early as 
1963. He encouraged the devel- 
opment of courses in Judaic 
Studies, and with his assist- 
ance the Department of Com- 
munication Arts was created 
1965. Loyola was one

preted this committee, says the 
LSA, “as a result of O’Brien’s 
explanation as a simple contin- 
uation of a Sir George Com- 
mittee, not the formation of a 
Concordia-wide Body with juri- 
diction over Computer Science 
Operations at Loyola Campus 
as well as at Sir George 
Campus.” The LSA goes on to 
stress that if Loyola was to be 
included only as a point of 
liaison, then its representation 
of two members to the sixteen 
members from Sir George 
would be acceptable. They also 
say they “were astounded when 
at University Senate Meeting in 
February, Dr. O’Brien § and 
several Sir George adminis- 
trators stated they interpreted 
this committee as a Concordia 
one with juridiction over both 
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Canada’s first colleges with stu- 
dent representation in the 
Senate. 

Aside from his academic life, 
Patrick Malone has frequently 
gone on record as a defender of 
minority rights in Quebec. He 
has also been a_ long-time 
supporter of the Sir George — 
Loyola merger, and is consi- 
dered a major architect and 
central figure in the planning 
stages of the new university. 

Negotiations for a merger of 
the two institutions began in 
January of 1972, although the 
provincial ministry of education 
recommended the union as 
early as 1969 to make the most 
efficient education use _ of 
community and government 
funds for higher learning in the 
anglophone sector. 


Loyola’s Board of Trustees 
accepted Father Malone’s resig- 
nation with “profound regret ” 
and announced the establish- 
ment of a search committee 
made up of the Loyola College 
Community who will seek to 
find a replacement. The Com- 
mittee was instructed to report 
early in May. 





Computer Science operations. 

Further matters which offen- 
ded the LSA are created by 
what term O’Brien’s “utter irres- 
ponsibility to his constitutents 
on the Loyola Campus exhibi- 
ted by the fact that Loyola has 
46% of the University Compu- 
ter Science enrollment but only 
12.5% representation on the 
committee. At the request of 
the Loyola Faculty Council, the 
Dean of Arts and Sciences at 
Loyola R. Breen forwarded a 
letter to the Chairman of the 
Board of Governors along with 
sufficient copies for all mem- 
bers. 

This letter and its informa- 
tion was witheld from. the 
Board by Dr. O’Brien according 
to the LSA. Due to this with-

Father Patrick Malone announced his resignation as Concor- 
dia’s Vice-Rector at a Friday morning press conference.

Trustees 
Appointed 


Following procedure listed in 
the resolution passed by the 
Board of Governors in placing 
the Evening Sudents Associa- 
tion under trusteeship, Rector 
Dr. John O’Brien appointed 
three members to form a Board 
of Trustees last week. 

The Membership includes a 
chartered accountant and man- 
ager of Administrative Services 
in the Computer Centre John L. 
Porter, Lawyer Richard Pound 
and a Sir George graduate 
student and former president, 
Peter Kontakas. 

The Trustees are to be 
responsible to the Board of 
Governors through the Rector 
and are to remain in office until 
dismissed by the Board of 
Governors. The trustees’ man- 
date includes assuming interim 
responsibility for all fiscal and 
non-fiscal matters which would 
normally fall within the juris- 
diction of the Executive Coun- 
cil of the ESA. They are also to 
arranae for a full auditing of the 








financial affairs of the E.S.A. 
together with any independent 
operations and to make public 
the results. The Board of 
Trustees shall prepare a public 
report to the Board of Gover- 
nors on representational and 
other requirements of the 
Evening Student body within 
the university and make any 
recommendations they judge 
appropriate. 

Dr. O’Brien, when question- 
ed by The CONCORDIAN as to 
whether or not the newly 
elected ESA Executive Council 
will have any effect on the 
Trusteeship replied that there 
will be no “direct effects”. He 
also said it means, “there is a 
set of officers which are elected 
but the trusteeship remains in 
effect”. O’Brien could make no 
comments as to how long the 
trusteeship would last. As to 
how the trusteeship will effect 
merger negotiations between

‘Thé-Arts Does 
It Again 
With No,No Nanette

Last fall’s production of 
Once Upon A Mattress by 
The-Arts Loyola was a wonder- 
ful surprise. As | had never 
seen the group perform before, 
| suspected that its success 
was due to a fluke combination 
of good luck and hard work. 
This time I’m beginning to think 
that there’s a little more than 
meets the eye. 

No, No, Nanette premiered 
last week to a zealous hand- 
clapping toe-tapping audience 
to nostalgic tunes like ‘Tea for 
Two’ and ‘| Want to be Happy.’ 

The-Arts Loyola, twice win- 
ners of the Quebec Drama 
Festival with the 1972 produc- 
tion of Anything Goes and 
Once Upon A Mattress in 1973 
is also credited with an award 
winning troupe of actors and 
actresses. 

Director-Choreographer 
Randy Davies, cited Best 
Director by the Quebec Drama 
Festival for the above produc- 
tions, is much responsible for 
the success of the troupe, 
combined with the talents and 
vivacity of his leading men and 
ladies. Edda Gburek whose 
Calamity-Jane portrayal of 
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Princess Winnifred in Once 
Upon A Mattressis back and so 
is comedienne Fiona McMur- 
ren. 

No, No, Nanette is a 
romantic, happy, fuddled-up 
story about the Never-Never- 
Land of the twenties where 
things were sweeter and sillier 
— where one said ‘hot-diggity’ 
to express joy and ‘darn’ to 
express sorrow. 

The story is about Jimmy 
Smith, an affluent bible sales- 
man, who, in his travels across 
the country has_ befriended 
three young girls. Befriended, 
that is, ina completely platonic 
way: he supports them and 
they are friends, leading one to 
believe that the dirty-old man 
syndrome was a post World 
War II revelation. 

His wife is unaware of these 
harmless relationships and 
only when she finds out about 
them does the plot thicken and 
they become not-so-harmless. 

The three girls accidentally 
meet each other just about the 
same time that they accidental- 
ly meet his wife — needless to 
Say, paving the way for 
complications to develop and 
develop and develop. As in all 
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Marcia Tratt and Len Olszewski as Nanette and Tom in the 
musical revival of the 20’s ‘No, No’, Nanette’ 








musical comedies of the era, 
the three perpetuators of 
Jimmy’s bible belt aredispensed 
with and all is well, that is, 
even better than before. 

Within this plot is sub-plot 
within sub-plot, which, when 
combined with the music and 
lyrics make what the critics 
claimed when it first came out 
as ‘the happiest show in town, 
full of silliness (like throwing 
money around) and old-fash- 
ioned fun (like giggling). 

| am at a loss for words to 
praise The-Arts too highly (for 
which by now they may even 
feel grateful). The production is 
true to the standards of 
The-Arts tradition: excellent. 

Sprightly Marcia Tratt as 
Nanette is charming and Edda 
Gburek as Lucille Early was in 
true Gburek style a winner, 
stunning in the designs created 
especially for the show. Fiona 
McMurren brought back the 
days when Carol Burnett really 
was a washed-up old broom- 
handle seen here as Pauline 
and vacuum. 

Barrie Wood, Len Olszewski 
and Brian Counihan were also 
‘A-1° and so were Jimmy’s 
adorable adoptees, Flora Lat- 
ham, Winnie Winslow. and 
Kathy McGlynn. My only regret 
is that space does not allow to 
congratulate the many hands 
that go unmentioned in a 
production of this size as well 
as the 26 members of the 
chorus. 

| highly recommend No, No, 
Nanette as alot of fun if you’re 
around 20, as a great bit of 
nostaliga if you’re over 30, and 
it'll absotively-posolutely make 
you drop your drawers if you’re 
over 40. 

And by this weekend, which 
is, unfortunately, the last 
performance, even that young 
man in the chorus who looked 
like he was about to take spring 
inventory of his stomach at 
every refrain of ‘Too Many 
Rings Around Rosie’ will miss 
the show's end. 

No, No, Nanette will be 
playing till March 31. Tickets 
are $3.00 and $1.50 for students 
and senior citizens.

Blazing Saddles

Blazing Saddles, directed 
produced and written by Mel 
Brooks is a take-off on the 
classic Western directed, pro- 
duced and written by Mel 
Brooks (as he does not let us 
forget by the big, bold, and 
yellow print of his name on the 
credits). 

From the opening scene 
where a pack of ugly rednecks 
try to get a group of blacks 
working on the railroad con- 
struction to sing ‘a nigger work 
song’ and the blacks, display- 
ing an amount of finesse 
unbefitting the sweat marks on 
their t-shirts, break out in an 
elegant rendition of Cole 
Porter's ‘| Get a Kick Out of 
You’, Brooks is unleashed. And 
| do mean unleased. 

At times the script is clever 
and funny but at other times it 
is pathetically corny excusable 
only by the ‘anything goes’ 
mood of the picture. Some- 
times the gags have the 
audience buckled over and 
tearing in laughter, and some- 
times they elude only a 
whimpering chuckle or even a 
hiss, which may reflect either 
on the western pre-Blazzing 
Saddles or post-Blazzing Sad- 
dies — I’m not sure. 

At times the take-off on 
Westerns is superb, that is, 
except when it gets silly. 
Blazing Saddles is quite 
amusing in a Woody Allenish 
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kind of way, except for the 
ending which cannot be excu- 
sable or rationalized as any- 
thing other than silliness — 
plain and simple. 

It provides a barrel of laughs 
and a barrel of groaners as 
much as can be expected from 
a flick that gives the appear- 
ance of having been conceived, 
written, directed, filmed and 
produced over the weekend. 
And all to the credit of Mel 
Brooks.

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Malone’s Resignation 


Where could one find a better man to speak for Loyola 
College than the man whose administrative insight and 
foresight in matters of education saw the Jesuit institution 
grow from a small secular school to a large and thriving 
college campus? 


The sudden announcement of the resignation of the very 
Reverend Father Patrick Malone came as a genuine surprise 
to the administrative, faculty and student populations on 
both campuses of the new university whose charter, it is 
rumored, will be approved within weeks. His resignation 
also caused no small concern, both for Loyola and for the 
man himself. 


Presuming that he had no intention of resigning, when he 
said he was looking forward to building Concordia and 
making certain that Loyola’s distinct identity would not be 
lost in the merger, questions are now being asked as to what 
may have actually caused the apparently sudden move. 


Publicly it has been explained that Father Malone’s 
contract comes up for renewal in July, and that he does not 
wish to spend another three years in office. Under the 
circumstances, it is difficult to imagine that Malone cannot 
be offered a shorter term in office, during which time, details 
regarding the merger can be ironed out. 


There has also been speculation that what Loyola may 
have exchanged for parity with Sir George in Concordia 
during private negotiations has just begun to surface, and 
that internal discord may have prompted the move. Others 
discount the allegation, speaking of a decade of service to 
the community, claiming that the man who personally saw 
the institution grow under his leadership would not be likely 
to misrepresent its needs. 


There are those who explain that the fifty-five year old 
Father has never worked as hard as he has during the past 
few years, and that his desire to rest for awhile and turn. over 
the leadership of the institution to others is entirely under- 
standable. Clear throughout any discussion is the integral 
role which Malone has played in building Loyola College, 
and when aman of his stature chooses to resign there can be 
no question of appropriateness. We wish him well.

L.S.A. CHASTISES O’BRIEN 

Due to the events of the last 
two months vis-a-vis the 
Computer Science issue, it is 
now blatantly apparent that the 
Board of Governors of Concor- 
dia University is being continu- 
ally manipulated by Dr. O’Brien, 
Rector of Concordia University. 

Dr. O’Brien has so effectively 
held back all pertinent informa- 
tion from the Governors that it is 
doubtful whether they could 
possibly ever function as an 
effective legislative body. They 
have been relegated to the 
position of a “rubber stamp” 
approving whatever Dr. O’Brien 
proposes and only on the basis 
of what information he sup- 
plies, which is usually sparse 
and carefully edited. 

On December 13, 1973, the 
Board of Governors “approved 
and empowered” what was 
termed the Computer Science 
Committee of Condordia Uni- 
versity. The Governors inter- 
preted this committee, as a 
result of Dr. O’Brien’s explana- 
tion, as asimple continuation of 
a Sir George Williams Commit- 
tee, not the formation of a Con- 
cordia-wide body with jurisdic- 
tion over the Computer Science 
operations at Loyola campus as 
well as at Sir George campus. 

lf Loyola was included only as 
a point of liaison, then its 
representation of 2 members to 
16 from Sir George, would be 
acceptable. ButthiswasNOT the 
case. We were astounded when 
at the University Senate meet- 
ing in February, Dr. O’Brien and 
several Sir George administrat- 
ors stated that they interpreted 
this committee as a Concordia 
one with jurisdiction over both 
Computer Science operations. 

It is difficult to believe that 
the Rector would attempt sucha 
move without the prior consul- 
tation of the Dean of Arts and 
Science or the Loyola Faculty 
Council of Arts and Science. 
The audacity and utter irres- 
ponsibility to his contituents on 
the Loyola campus is exhibited 
by the fact that Loyola has 46% 
of the University Computer 
Science enrollment but only 
12.5% representation on the 
committee. The issue was 
tabled until further interpreta- 
tion from the Board. of 
Governors. 

At the request of the Loyola 


Faculty Council Dean Breen 
forwarded a letter to Mr. Duff, 
Chairman of the Board of 
Governors, along with suffic- 
ient copies for all the members 
of the Board, asking for clarifi- 
cation on the issue. This letter 
was not presented to the 
Governors nor was it tabled for 
discussion at the next meeting. 
The reason — lack of time. 
Evidently, the functioning of the 
escalators at Sir George and 
their roast beef dinner had more 
importance to the Chairman 
than the interests of the Loyola 
community. 

The Governors legislated the 
compostion of the Committee 
in December ’73, and even 
though the Loyola Faculty 
Council has spent at least five 
hours discussing this issue and 
passed a total of at least ten 
motions pertaining to Computer 
Science — the Governors 
cannot respond due to the fact 
that they have no knowldge of 
our interest because of a total 
withholding of information. 
Their decisions are binding on 
the Loyola Faculty of Arts and 
Science and without all the 
necessary information at their 
disposal it is through no fault of 
their own if they make an 
unwise decision, or no decision 
at all. 

This is not the first time that 
some form of manipulation has 
been employed. At its February 
meeting, another document 
was in the hands of the 
Chairman of the Board of 
Governors vis-a-vis the inter- 
pretation of the Model for The 
New University as passed 
unanimously by the Loyola 
Faculty Council of Arts and 
Science. The motion was not 
discussed at that time and 
neither was it discussed at this 
month’s meeting. 

The Board of Governors is the 
only legislative -body within 
Concordia that feels the neces- 
sity to conduct the greater part 
of its business behind closed 
doors. It is so difficult to receive 
minutes of what business has 
transpired at the Governors’ 
meeting that the Faculty 
Council is passing legislation in 
the near future to make the 
agenda and minutes available to 
the University community. 

As representatives of the 
Loyola Day Student population, 





we are in favour of a 
co-operative spirit with the Sir 
George Computer Science De- 
partment specifically, and with 
the Sir George campus general- 
ly, but find ourselves greatly 
alarmed and upset with the 
procedures followed in this 
instance. . 

By his actions on the Board of 
Governors and _ Senate, it 
appears very evident that Dr. 
O’Brien as Rector of Concordia 
University is not acting on 
behalf of all his constituents. 
These actions are detrimental to 
a co-operative Concordia spirit 
with the Loyola Students’ 
Association fully supports but 
finds extremely difficult to 
promote under these condi- 
tions.

DIAN, News’ Editor, Roy 
Ostling, reported that “accord- 
ing to reliable sources” the ESA 
“in a closed session of the 
Board of Governors meeting on

olding of information the LSA 
goes on to assert the governors

The recent appearance of 
Anne Murray in Montreal marked 
part of a larger, more extensive 
tour of the United States and 
Canada, which will see the 
famous Canadian singer per- 
form mostly to smaller audi- 
ences at universities and coll- 
eges.

Programme Note: 


Godard Classic to Close Out 
This Semester’s Academic Series.

One of the most cinematical- 
ly influential films of the last 
quarter century, A Bout De 
Souffle, more commonly 
known to English speaking 
audiences as Breathless, will 
conclude this semester's Con- 
servatory of Cinematographic 
Art Tuesday Academic Series 
with a screening scheuled for 
April 2 at 8:30. The 1959 
Nouvelle Vogue “anti-thriller” 
starring Jean-Paul Belmondo in 
his first major role and Jean 
Seberg, was conceived by a 
then relatively anonomyous 
little cineaste by the name of 
Francois Truffaut, technically 
advised by Claude Chabrol, and 
directed by one of the true 
innovators of his profession, 
Jean-Luc Godard. Made on a 
shoestring budget, Breathless 
was described by Georges 
Sadoul in his Dictionary of 
Films (translated, edited, and 


updated by the Canadian Film. 


Institute’s Peter Morris) as “un- 
doubtedly one of the seminal 
films of the sixties.” 

The film’s story line drolly 


ebbs around a young hood, 
Michel, who, attracted to the 
archetypal Hollywood style of 
gangster “cool’’, is studiously 
intent on mimicking Bogart and 
others of his prestigious ilk. 
However, although we see that 
Michel is most capable of 
killing in cold blood, in reality 
his “gangster” essence is quite 
questionable when not highly 
affected. (Aside from constant- 
ly consulting the mirror or 
talking to himself out loud, he 
drinks milk, almost always 
wears a hat, is putty in the 
hands of his girl.) 

His extremely “American” 
girl, Patricia Franchini (pixie- 
ishly played by Ms. Seberg), is 
in many was the antithesis of 
Michel, or at least’ the 
antithesis of what Michel 
thinks he is, while simultan- 
eously, like Michel, existing as 
an intriguing mass of contra- 
dictions. Beautiful Patricia has 
recently arrived in Paris to 
establish herself as a serious 
journaliste, although in the 
interim is forced to “temporar- 
ily” take a job hawking The 





Michel [Jean-Paul Belmondo] and Patricia [Jean Seberg] 
step out down the Champs-Elysees. 


International Herald Tribune in 
a tight Tribune T-shirt on The 
Champs-Elysees. Aspiring Pat- 
ricia and aspiring Michel. They 
both seem to have chosen to 
case wildly divergent chimeras 
while possessing the equip- 
ment and abundance of naivete 
for only the most minimal 
transcendence. A product of a 
silver screen culture they are, 
to put it mildly, simultaneously 
sad and amusing in their search 
for life styles they fail to realize 
can only exist in the cinema or 
in the mind. 

What renders Breathless so 
monumental in terms of cinema 
history is primarily its much 
discussed style or “anti-style.” 
The film so deliberately for- 
sakes the still much hallowed 
Hollywood conventions of 
smooth development and two 
dimensional characterization, 
that it at times appears to some 
a shoddily concocted B-type 
movie with uneven, illogical 
development and _ pathetic 
heroes. (1 should point out that 
this quality is not due solely to 
the fruits of artistic innovation, 
but has been reputed to be 
somewhat the result of a 
burdensomely meager produc- 
tion budget. In any event, the 
film’s anti-presence works ex- 
tremely well.) With features like 
Breathless Godard, and several 
of his contemporaries in France 


portion of the film making 
establishment and many aud- 
iences that interesting, intelli- 
gent films could be realized 
relatively independent of Hol- 
lywood financing and aesthe- 
tics for a fraction of the cost of 
the well-packaged American 
products. 

Jump cuts that impart jarring 
narrative transitions, a lack of 
rapid editing, characters that 
talk out loud to themselves, 
women who sell film maga- 
zines on the street, and cops 
who are too gentlemanly to be 
taken seriously help comprise 
Godard’s markedly un-Holly- 
wood vision of gangsterdom, 
and render Breathless, even 
fifteen years after its initial 
release, still one of the most 
uniquely satisfying departures 
from the sea of formula films 
the West has had the delight to 
know. In fact, so comprehen- 
sive was Breathless’ stylistic 
influence, that if examimed 
with any degree of care, very 
real traces of homage can be 
detected in the work of 
filmmakers as _ diverse as 
Woody Allen, Alain Tanner, and 
Bernardo Bertolucci. 

Strangely, a film like Breath- 
less that plays on established 
stereotypes with an inherent, 
somewhat intentional absence 
of gloss, and that deftly 
comments on films and the 


never have existed without the 
presence of those often awful 
gangster films of the 1930's, 
40’s, and early 50’s. Godard’s 
Michel, as realized by Belmon- 
do, is an extention (victim?) of 
these cultural times; a perhaps 
overly bombarded movie-house 
non-personality too romantic to 
function successfully amidst 
contemporary realities. Godard 
himself, it is interesting to 
note, as was Truffaut and many 
of their Wavist comrades, was 
also part of a similarly romantic 
Parisian sub-culture that was 
veritably breast fed a steady 
Cinematheque diet of such 
films. But fortunately unlike 
with Michel, in the case of 
Godard and friends the result 
seems to have been put into a 
decidedly more positive per- 
spective. 

Well, preferring not to wax 
too platitudinous, | will not 
prompt you to mark this one on 
your calendar as a “must see” 
or anything of that sort. | would 
however, like to suggest that if 
you enjoy offbeat, bitter sweet- 
ly humerous films, are fed up 
with “thrillers,” or are at all 
interested in how films have 
evolved to the point they 
presently occupy, it would be 
well worth your while to attend 
the upcoming Breathless 
screening at the Sir George
